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Superintendent Finer Taylor and Architect Luther Hill Look Over Bids 


1/2 Million Bid On Work At 
Elba High School 


Bids were opened last Thursday on 
construction of a new wing onto the 
Elba High School. The bid price 
includes the cost of demolishing the 
existing west wing that is in such 
condition that it was uneconomical to 
repair. 


Seven bids were received and 
opened at 2:30 Thursday, and low base 
bidder was Madison Construction Com- 
pany of Montgomery, with a base bid of 
$553,386. Other bids ranged up to 
$696,000. 


Two alternatives were also included_ 


in the bid request. Alternative #1 was 
use of epoxy paint on the walls to make 
cleaning easier. The cost for this 
high-priced paint would be $840. 
Alternative #2 was for installing of two 
ceiling fans in each classroom, and the 
bid price is $6,300. 


The school system has $475,000 in 


local tunds, state bond issue funds and 
special funds granted by former Goy- 
ernor George Wallace. This leaves a 
shortage of over $78,000 on the base 
bid, plus alternates and architect's tees. 


School officials have thirty days to 
accept the bids and are presently 
searching for a source of funds for the 
additional $100,000, 
met several weeks ago with Governor 
Fob James, Representative Jimmy 
Holley and Senator Wallace Miller in an 
effort to secure additional funds, but no 
funds have been announced by James. 
Other ideas under consideration include 
asking the City Council to ‘'re-do’’ the 
gasoline tax bond issue presently 
pledged to pay off some prior construc- 
tion projects. This was previously 
turned down by the city as being too 
costly, due to the limited amount of 
money it would generate, high current 
interest rates and the low interest rates 
presently being paid on the bonds.

At the same time the developer of 
the new Elba Shoppping Center, Steve 
Simmons, CIDCO, Inc., announced 
plans for a Piggly Wiggly Supermarket, 
Harco Drug and Family Dollar Store. 

Grace stated the new T.G. & Y store 
is expected to employ about 30-35 local 
residents when it opens for business, 

T.G, & Y Stores Company was 
founded in 1936 by R.E. Tomlinson, 
E.L. Gosselin and R.A, Young, who 
gave the initials of their last names to 
the name of the company. It has always 
had its national headquarters in Okla- 
homa City, during its growth to a major 
chain with over 900 stores coast-to-coast 
in 29 states, 

T.G. & Y Stores are of three 
classes: one is the expanded variety 
store, primarily convenience merch; n- 
dise ranging to about 15,000 square feet 
and carrying limited junior department 
store lines; secondly, the family center 
unit ‘ranging from 20,000 to 30,000 
square feet; thirdly, the larger family 
center unit ranging from 40,000 to 
80,000 square feet. Depending upon 
the size of these family center units, 
they go heavily into sporting goods, 
hardware, wearables, fabrics, automo- 
tive lines, and several other depart- 
ments, considering the needs of the 
community, Some of them may include 
an auto center, pharmacy, or outdoor 
garden and lawn sales.

Council Pays 


Lawyer Fees. 


The final meeting of the Elba City 
Council before the new administration 
takes office resulted in a yote to spend 
some city funds in an issue that is highly 
emotional in Elba. . . mobile homes in 
residential zones. The Council voted to 
honor a request from three citizens who 
claimed $49.00 each for their part of 
legal fees in a 1979 lawsuit to force 
removal of a mobile home from a R-1 
zone, 

The ‘‘Uwens’’ case vecame known 
as such when Mr. L.H. Owens returned 
to Elba and proceeded to set up his 
mobile home on a lot he owned on 
Bypass Street. Five area citizens filed 
suit to stop the action, contending it was 
in an area zone R-1 or single family 
dwellings and mobile homes were not 
allowed by the ordinance. The courts 
upheld their contention, and Mr. Owens 
moved to Dothan. 

Byron Bruce, Bill Martin and Van 
McCall requested their part of the bill’ 
be reimbursed by the city. Two other 
parties to the suit declined to request 
reimbursement, 

Councilman John Sharpless noted 
they were only doing what the city 
officials should have done, Councilman 
Charles Kennett pointed out that the 
Council had voted in 1979 to enforce the 
zoning ordinance and turn over to the 
city attorney authority to take action 
against all others in such situations. He 
noted no action had heen taken on this, 
nor had any action been taken to rescind 
the ordinance. 

Councilman Jimmy Wise told the 
Council he had enjoyed serving the last 
four years, hoped they had accomplish- 
ed something and wished those well 
that would be carrying on the city 
business.

Southland Growers Discuss Problems and Make Decision on Joining 
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Poultry Growers Are Planning 


Actions 


The Wiregrass Poultry Growers 
Association met last Thursday night in 
New Brockton to continue their efforts 
to get improved conditions with the 
chicken processors. During the meet- 
ing, growers from Southland Broilers 
were officially asked to join the 
Association and those present voted to 
do so. 

Announced plans call for the egg 
and pullet growers, ConAgra broiler 
producers, Southland Broiler growers, 
etc., to all belong to one association but 
negotiating committees will work with 
their respective processors to’ get 
improved contracts. Each arm of the 
Association will assist the other arms 
with expertise and ideas. 

Talk of striking against the produc- 
ers if conditions didn’t improve, contin- 
ued to surface during the meeting, and 
those attending indicated this was a 
strong reason for a coordinated effort of 
growers throughout the area. 


Association President W.R. Martin, 
Enterprise, gave a report to the growers 
on two recent investigations of ConAgra 
procedures by the Packers and Stock- 
yards Association, a division of the U.S. 
Agriculture Department. The report 
had been obtained by the Andalusia 
Star News under the Freedom of 


Information Act. It indicated ConAgra 
had been in violation by showing 
favoritism in placing chicks in individual 
growers’ houses. 


The system is reportedly supposed 
to be on a ‘first-out, first-in’’ system 
where everyone is without chicks for 
ahout the same number of days. 
According to the investigation, the firm 
wasn’t following this in all cases. 
However, it also reported that on a 
follow-up investigation in March of this 
year, the firm installed guidelines that 
insured these procedures wouid be 
followed. 


Other growers continue to complain 
about feed weights, final weights of 
chicks and the method of paying 
growers, with the best conversion ‘rates 
of feed (pounds of feed needed to grow 
each fryer). 


Martin warned the growers not’ to 
sign any new contract with ‘the 
processors until the Association “had 
approved it. He said there were rumors 
that the firm was offering individual 
growers new contracts that didn’t meet 
the goals of the Association, but ifva 
grower signed the new cont: act, it could 
bind him/her to something less than 
desired,

Commission Seats , Folsom Stuns Stewart 


Coffee County voters supported the 
winner in the only statewide run-off 
Tuesday. They also returned one 
incumbent to office and replaced 
another, Four-hundred sixty-two fewer 
people went to the polls this time than 
went September 2nd. 


Jim Folsom, Jr. carried Coffee 
County by a wide margin, while winning 
statewide by a very narrow margin. 
Folsom defeated incumbent U.S. 
Senator Donald Stewart by 3661 to 2158, 
and carried all but about three beats in 
the county while amassing this total. 


Rex Boutwell, incumbent County 
Commissioner in District 3, (Elba, 
Kinston, etc.) won re-election by 302 
votes when he defeated businessman 


Robert Stephens by a vote of 3001 to 
2699. Stephens cut Boutwell’s lead 
during the three weeks from the first 
‘primary from 763 to the 302 this time. 

Boutwell carried Elba by 233 votes 
while Stephens overcame a second- 
place finish of September 2, and ran 
first in Enterprise by 235 votes. The 
rural votes made the difference, with’ 
the vast majority of them giving 
Boutwell enough votes to win with the 
302 vote margin. 


Bennie Beckham, the incumbent in 
District 4, Place 2, was defeated in a 
squeaker by political newcomer. Charlie 
Mack Martin, an insurance agent in 
Enterprise. Martin won by 122 yotes in 
the official tally of votes. The voters of 
Elba supported the winner in this race 


also, giving Martin 664 votes and 
Beckham 273, Enterprise voters again 
supported Beckham by a vote of 1442 to 
1010, again with the rural voters making 
the decisive vote in the race. 


The end results are that Coffee 
County will see a ‘‘new-look’’ commis- 
sion in January, as four new faces will 
sit on the commission. All three of the 
incumbents in District 4 were defeated, 
and District 2 Commissioner Jack 
Hornsby chose not to seek re-election. 
Only District 1 Commissioner Gilmer 
Grant and District 3 Commissioner will 
remain on the new commission.

City School Board Discusses Money Problems 


The Elba School Board held a special 
meeting last Monday afternoon at 5 
p.m. to discuss developments in 
securing funds for the construction of 
the classroom addition to the Elba High 
School. 

Bids were opened on September 11, 
on the removal of the existing high 
school wing and construction of a new 
wing. The low bid, by Madison 
Construction Company of Ozark, was 
for $553,386 plus some alternates, 
including better paint and fans in each 
room. Add the base, alternates to the 
various fees, and the total cost comes to 
$603,686.50, or $128,847.50 more than 
the school board has available for the 
project as designed. 


Superintendent Elmer Taylor report- 
ed on a trip he, board chairman, J.Doug 
Kendrick, and Mayor-Elect Bob English 
had with several state officials in 
Montgomery earlier in the day. He

reported that the state appears to be out 
of funds, but efforts were being made to 
acquire at least part of the needed 
balance. Taylor reported he expected 
an answer from state officials by the last 
of the month. The school board has 
until October 11 to accept or reject the 
low bid. 


Taylor said it was felt unofficially by 
a majority of the incoming city council, 
that with the help of the utility board, 
some monies could be furnished by the 
city and some additional funds could be 
raised at the local banks by pledging the 
excess from the local gasoline tax to 
repay the loan. 


A school bond issue is presently 
being paid by the gasoline tax at the 
rate of $1800 a month and at a. very low 
rate of interest (6%). There is still over 


entire balance without the heavy 
expense of ‘‘redoing’’ this bond for 
“only $128,000."’ The cost would be 
prohibitive and would freeze Elba from 
any other school improvement for many 
years to come. 


The school board will meet again on 
September 7 to make a final decision on 
the project. 


Taylor told the group that with 
proration he felt the board was taking a 
big chance to pledge the $87,000 from 
board monies that were already in the 
above-cited funds; and that there were 
just no additional funds the school has 
available for the project. The alternate 
to getting the state funds, city funds 
and loans would be to either forget the 
project or cut off parts of the building

Resignation Of Tim Hornsby 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, 
September 23, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and took care of a small agenda of 
business in a brief 30-minute meeting. 

A letter from the Army Reserve unit 
in Opp was read, and it asked 
permission to use the school in Kinston 
as an alternate site in case of 
mobilization, The original site is the 
Army Reserve Center, in Opp. The 
commission expressed no opposition to 
the request, but agreed that permission 
must be granted by the County Board of 
Education. 

Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
read a letter of resignation from 
Assistant Engineer Tim Hornsby, and it 
was accpeted by the commission. 
Hornsby stated the resignation was not 
politically motivated, and felt the move 
was ‘‘in the best interest of both my 
career and family.’’ The resignation is 
effective October 1, and Hornsby will 
reportedly then accept a similar post in 
Baldwin County. 

County Engineer Bill McClain was 
present at the meeting and was told 
various road signs are needed at (1) the 
new asphalt plant near Enterprise, (2) a 
bad curve on County road 43, and (3) at 
a school bus stop at the Goodman Road. 

Ms, Peggi James, of the Human 
Resource & Development Corporation, 
addressed the commission and asked 
for an increase in funding from the 
county, The HRDC is beginning to 
discuss a rural transportation program 
to help transport rural residents to Elba 
and Enterprise, and the program will 
raise the insurance rates to almost 
$8,000 annually. The new request was 
for $5,000, and would be a substantial 
taise from ‘last year’s allocation of 
$1,700. The local HRDC chapter, 
according to figures presented at the 
meeting, provided $32,102.91 in 
services last year and served an average 
of 250 people per week. The commission
